You may uot recall me and my .rlting from earlier correspondence. You wer~ thon 
helpful. This letter is prompted by the limited reporting I liavo 3een of your interest 
in what has coue to be called The Watergate Caper, said to be centered around a possible 
charge of felony against Bernard Barkor. I write on xho clumce I .aay be in a position to 
help you. Hot knowing the o-tent of jour interest, which is not reported other tlian above 
and wliich r* ally is uot properly my business, I don't know. 

1 have seen an earlier iiijuni newspaper clip.dng and it loaves a mystery about hunt 
wliat is not at all mysterious and nicht bo within the scope of your inquiry. YY lias do 
with part of his soconu life when he was with CL.. Barker is part of iiis CIA lifo, at 
least, if not of one or more other careers. The reporter who wrote that story was not a 
very good investigator, he consulted 1972 sources for 1965 events, and if hc'u kneuu more, 
as he sliould have, he'd liavo known that the 1965 part of Aunt's aeconu left lautod for 
perhaps four more years and involved others. I refer to what you may have seen, hunt s 
connection with wliat your paper colled the firm of Littauer and Wilkinson. 

Ay ijjju juoat rcmarkcblo of coincidences, his connection wit., that linn of litorary 
agents, for that is what it was, closely coincided with «y being sent thore by The Satur- 
day Bwvening Boot*, then preparing a deal for use oi ports of my first book, iliat book 
said of port of Oswald's career tliat it was consistent with intolligence only. CIA “unt s 
interest in this one angle ought require no exposition. In a relativoly oliort time this 
deal was killed, for reasons than obviously and soon enough proven false, when that chapter 
was reprinted in another magazine with no literary-agency middleman. When the Aoet bad the 
original interest and preferred tbo norm, han dlin g the deal through an agent, does it not 
seem a little unusual that a seemingly sot deal was killed by the agency with which hunt 
claims an affiliation thon and extending through his 1^65 Wlio*s Who Jesting? He is not, 
by the way, on their 19G5 letterhead, nor is the alleged Washington of lice he also clain3 
as his. There arc other parts of liio Washington career not reported where my information 
is solid beyond question and for the moment at least must be confidential* However, 3one 
of the reporting of it is false, not the fault of the reporters, for tlioy reported wliat 
they wore told* if they hod investigates wliat they were told, they would have leamod tlio 
truth* Of course, I uo riot ±mo.. whether or how this can interest you*
